TO CORK CHAMBERLAIN 



Northern Conservative Union En- 
dorses a Strong; Protest by 
Lord Londonderry. 



Workmen's Compensation Bill May 
Make a Serious Split in 
the Party, 



London, Oct. 15.— At the conference 
of the Northern Union of Conservatives 
Association at Berwick-on-T\veed to- 
day, Lord Londonderry tendered his re- 
signation of the presidency of the union. 
His reasons were aet forth in a letter to 
the executive committee, in the course 
of which he said : 

" The principles of true Conservativ- 
iam have been cast to the winds by our 
leaders in passing the workmen's com- 
pensation bill. Among Conservatives 
throughout the North of England the 
fueling is one of bitter disappointment 
and disaffection at the conduct of these 
leaders. If unallayed it will lead to a 
serious split in the party. 

" It is due, I am convinced, to a sub- 
ordination of Conservative principles to 
the dominating will of the secretary of 
state for the colonies (the Right. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain), whose radical 
views of home politics Conservatives 
have always disapproved, however much 
they may have admired him as an im- 
perialist. 

" In these circumstances the commit- 
tee will understand my reluctance to 
continue as president of a uuion nomin- 
ally Conservative, but which unless it 
puts a check upon the action of our 
leaders in allowing Mr. Chamberlrin eo 
free a hand in home legislation, is virtu- 
ally an organization for the promotion 
of radical measures." 

Lord Londonderry's position and de- 
nunciation of Mr. Chamberlain's policy 
were unanimously endorsed by the 
union, and lie was re-elected its 
president. 

The Pope Well. 
London, Oct. 15. — A despatch to the 
Daily News from Rome says : Tho Pope 
when receiving the Irish pilgrims this 
morning appeared to be in excellent 
health, tho only difference in his appear- 
ance from last year being that he seems 
more bowed, Ilis voice could be heard 
clearly throughout the Sistine chapel. 

Think Royalty Not Sacred. 

Berlin, Oct. 15. — The socialist mem- 
bers of the reichstag, it ib announced, 
will propose the abolition of the leee 
majeeto paragraph in the penal code. 

International Leprosy Society. 
Berlin, Oct. 15.— The leprosy eonfer- 
erenee appointed a commission of 20, 
including Prof. Vichrow, as president, 
and Dr. Dyer, oi New Orleans, to pre- 
pare a way for an international leprosy 
society. 

Good lor Ferdinand's Family. 

London, Oct. 15. — The correspondent 
of the Standard at Constantinople says : 
"All the preliminaries have been ar- 
ranged and arranged upon an alliance, 
offensive and defensive, between Bul- 
garia and Turkey, under which the gov- 
ernorship of Roumania becomes heredit- 
ary in the family of Prince Ferdinand,"

INDEPENDENCE OK DEATH 

The Motto of the Cubans Who Want Neither 
Autonomy nor Annexation. 

London, Oct. 15. — Jos. Seayas, who 
says he is accredited by the Cuban junta 
as minister plenipotentiary to Great 
Britain from the Cuban Republic, in an 
interview ia quoted as expressing hie be- 
lief that the war in Cuba will not last 
another year. In conclusion he is re- 
ported as saying: There is no truth in 
the opinion expressed in England that 
the Cubans desire annexation to the 
United States. We are fighting for in- 
dependence and do not hanker after an 
nexation, which will not be the outcome 
of the struggle. There is not the least 
likelihood of the Cubans accepting 
autonomy. " Independence or death " 
is our motto. 

New York, Oct. 15. — The Herald this 
morning prints a long article on the 
Cuban situation, in which it says that 
Spain will eventually grant independ- 
ence to Cuba on the payment of an in 
demnity of $150,000,000. Information 
comes from diplomatic circleB that Spain 
would gladly hold on to Cuba if she 
could, but her desperate financial con- 
dition has led her to see the inevitable, 
and after a certain season of delay, in 
deference to public opinion, she will yield 
to Cuba all she asks.

CUBANS FORCE THE FIGHTING. 

Preparing to Make It Hot for General Wey- 
ler's Successor Too. 

New York, Oct. 14.— A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: Cap- 
tain-General Weyler's rule in Cuba will 
end with the present week. General 
Castellanos will act as captain-general 
until General Blanco's arrival in Hava- 
na from Spain, on Saturday next, when 
he will immediately take the oath of 
office. General Weyler, although ex- 

Eressing regret that he had been recalled 
efore he succeeded in crushing the re- 
bellion, takes the matter philosophically 
and is making preparations to sail on 
October 20, 

In the meantime the rebels show no 
signs of willingness to negotiate for 
peace on the basis of autonomy. On the 
contrary, they are preparing to take the 
aggressive. The large force that started 
westward last week, it is reported, in- 
cludes an effective company of artillery. 
The intention is evidently to join Gen- 
eral Caetellos and make a big demon- 
stration in Havana province. 

In Pinar del Rio the rebels have been 
active during the past few days. They 
have attacked and raided the town of 
Calgre, killing several of the Spanish 
soldiers. They ambushed a column of 
Spanish guerrillas near Mandas, killing 
more than twenty. The rebel brigade 
under Lorenzo attacked the trocha of 
San Antonio and blew up one of the 
forts, badly wounding twenty-six sol- 
diers. The rebels then passed through 
the trocha, driving a herd of cattle. 

SEALING CONFERENCE NEAR. 

British Government Intimates That Experts 
Will Meet as Agreed Upon. 

London, Oct. 15. — The British foreign 
office to-day intimated to United States 
Ambassador Hay that the meeting of 
sealing experts of Great Britain, Canada 
I the United States will occur as 
agreed upon by the Marquis of Salis- 
bury. Professor Darcy Thomson, the 
seal expert of the British foreign office, 
will start for the United States immedi- 
ately. 

The Review of Reviews says that 
Editor W. T. Stead, while iu Washing- 
ton recently, discovered that unless the 
sealing question is speedily settled the 
United States government will order tne 
destruction next season of the entire 
herd of the Pribyloil' Islands. 



A SNUB FOR SOMEBODY. 

The Views of a Bimetallist Cabinet Minis 
ter Count for Next to Nothing. 

London, Oct. 15. — The Globe, which 
has close relations with a cabinet minis- 
ter, reiterates tins afternoon that the 
government may be depended upon to 
maintain the gold standard inviolate, 
and says : " The views of individuals, 
whether in the ministry or in the back 
parlor, count for next to nothing. 

Too Much for Gladstone 

London, Oct. 15. — Mr. Gladstone has 
declined to accede to the request to in- 
tervene in bringing about a settlement 
of the engineers' strike. The Austral- 
ian marine engineers have voted a large 
sum in aid of the strikers. 

Fighting in Congo. 

Brussels, Oct. 15. — Congo troops 
under Lieut. Henrik have won a de- 
ceive victory over a band of mutinous 
Mauea soldiers who revolted in Febru- 
ary last, and murdered their officers, 
and who have since been raiding the 
country. 

The Yellow Fever Cure. 
Monte Video, Oct. 15.— During the 
course of a lecture yesterday Dr. San- 
arelli, who has been experimenting for 
sometime paBt with yellow fever germs, 
affirmed that the eerum he has obtained 
from the animals with which he has 
been experimenting has been as effective 
against yellow fever as horse serum, and 
he added that it will very probably cure 
apontaueous yellow fever in human be- 
ings. 

Too Much Gold. 

New York, Oct. 15.— The Bank of B. 
N. A. imported if 500,000 in gold a few 
days ago and to-day sent gold to the 
sub-treasury, aBking for greenbacks in 
exchange. The treasury officials de- 
clined.

Ottawa, Oct. 15. — Mr. Courtney, dep- 
uty minister of fiuance, thinks that the 
.f 10,000,000 Dominion loan, tenderB for 
which were opened to-day in London, 
has realized an excellent prico, more es- 
pecially as the money market iB rising, 
the Bank of England rate having been 
advanced yesterday. Some tenders as 
high as £90 were received, the average 
being £91 10a. 5d. This is equivalent to 
2?4 per cent., or the lowest rate of inter- 
est ever put on a colonial loan. Mr. 
Fielding telegraphed thiB evening that 
the total number of tenders for the loan 
was 179. 

Dr. Robert Bell, assistant director of 
the geological survey, haB been elected a 
Fellow of the Royal' Society of England. 

Up to 4 p.m., when the government 
offices closed, only one tender had been 
received for the Atlantic mail service for 
the coming year. It was submitted joint- 
ly by the Allan and Dominion lines. 
Possibly, however, before the day closes 
another tender may be in. 

The revenue for the quarter bIiows a 
decline of if500,000 and the expenditure 
an increase of .$800,000. 

Col. Bliss regained consciousness to- 
day and his condition is much improv- 
ed.

LONDON OPINION. 

Several Extra Millions Applied For and the 
Transaction Well Thought Of. 

Toronto, Oct. 15.— The following is a 
special cable from London totheToronto 
Evening Telegram : 

Tenders for the new Canadian loan of 
$10,000,000, which Hon. Mr. Fielding, 
minister of finance, has negotiated, were 
opened at the Bank of Montreal in the 
presence of Lord Strathcona, Canadian 
high commissioner to England, and 
Canada's minister of finance. In bank- 
ing circles there is a pretty general opin- 
ion that the Canadian loan is a great 
success, the more so considering the 
hardening of the money market. The 
amount applied for is £4,205,000, which 
is several millions in excess of the loan 
required. 

Montreal, Oct, 15.— Mayor Wilson 
Smith, on behalf of a number of Cana- 
dian capitalists, has cabled to London 
an offer for £250,000 of the new Canadian 
loan. 

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Mysterious Shooting in Winnipeg-New 
Baggage Checking System. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 15. — (Special) — A 
mysterious case of shooting occurred 
here thiB afternoon, Sirs. Ellis, visiting 
at the Queen's hotel, receiving a bullet 
from a revolver in her temple. The 
woman still lives, and may recover. 
She says the shooting was accidental, 
the pistol having discharged while tho 
was putting it in her trunk. Her hus- 
band, who reeides at Rochester, N. Y., 
has been telegraphed for. 

There is little if any possibility of a 
Winnipeg hockey team going to Mont- 
real this coming winter to play for the 
Stanley cup. The fact that Halifax haB 
challenged the Victorias of Montreal for 
the coming winter will probably prevent 
any other team from trying for the cov- 
eted trophy. 

A new system of checking baggage will 
be inaugurated on the Western division 
of the C.P.R. on Monday, by which the 
brass checks now given to paeaengerB as 
tokens of their luggage will be dispensed 
with. 

Frank Laurendenu, engineer of a pas- 
senger train which collided with a 
freight near Ottawa, was a brother of S. 
D. Laurendeau, an engine driver of this 
city. 

Premier Green way, who has been ill 
at his home at Crystal City, is expected 
to return to Winnipeg to-morrow. 

The Liberals of South Brandon met at 
Nesbitt last night to select a candidate 
for the legislature, but could not agree 
upon a man and adjourned for three 
weeks. 



GRENIER'S LESSON. 

He Should Not Have Mixed Private Malice 
With a Crusade Against Discredit- 
able Politicians. 

Montreal, Oct. 15. — Editor Grenier 
is now in prison, confined in the debtors' 
ward. He will not be obliged to wear 
the prison garb. The Gazette, dis- 
cussing the Grenier sentence, editorially 
sayB: "There will hardly bo any differ- 
ence of opinion that the sentence of six 
montliB' imprisonment imposed on 
G renier, convicted of libelling Mr. Tatte, 
is severe. The prisoner had a bad case, 
in that it was made to appear that if Mr. 
Tarte had paid him $200 he demanded 
as compensation for his services on Le 
Soir, tho article which formed the 
basis of the proceedings would not have 
appeared. His conduct gave justifica- 
tion for the assumption that malice had 
as much to do with the charge ho made, 
aB did any desire to rid public life of a 
man with a discreditable record."

The 
specimena referred to are more like large 
nuggets with particles of cream-colored 
quartz sticking to them than anything 
else. They have caused much comment 
in town arid inquiries have been made 
regarding the company, 

The Poorman company is incorporated 
for $250,000, and a small block of shares 
are to be sold at par, 25 cents. The 
Poorman has been worked off and on for 
five years by the two brothora mentioned, 
who 'ran a ten stamp mill near the pro- 
perty. Ttiis irregular mining netted 
them $25,000 a year. The brothers at 
length decided to sell out at a good 
figure, one of them remaining aa fore- 
man, and the property is now to bo 
worked scientifically and on a larger 
scale. The mine iB situated an hour and 
a half from Nelson by trail and road.

DEATH IN A THEATRE. 

The Dome or n Cincinnati House Falls Dur 
infr a Performance. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 15. — About 8:50 
o'clock this evening, while the perform- 
ance at RobinBon'a opera house was in 
progress, the plastering began to fall 
from the centre of the dome ceiling, 40 
or 50 feet above the heads of 
the people in the parquette. This 
continued for three minutes, causing 
a rush from the house. The thoatrewas 
practically empty when the dome in the 
centre of the room, with its supporting 
timbers and trusses came tumbling 
down. There are three dead and thirty- 
three more or less seriously injured at 
the Cincinnati hospital, while many 
suffered slight injuries but were able to 
go to their homes. 

TRANS CONTINENTAL BURGLARS. 

Chicago Police Interrupt a Professional Trip 
From Coast to Coast. 

Chicago, Oct. 15.— Chief of Detectives 
Colleran and four of his men have cap- 
tured four of the most successful and 
daring burglars of the United States 
and Canada, and $25,000 worth of stolen 
property ia in the hands of the police 
awaiting identification. The men under 
arrest are "Sheeny Joe" Rubenstein, 
the .eader and brains of the gang ; Harry 
Rogers, James Flaherty and James Wil- 
liams, Letters in the men's possession 
show that they have been making a fly 
ing trip from coast to coast, robbing 
right and left. These letters also show 
that they had acreed to meet in New 
! York city on October 1 and then go to 
St. Louis, where the goods 
would be disposed of. Evidence 
was found on their persona indicating 
that they hud committed robberies at 
New York, San Francisco, Denver, Rome 
N.Y., Rochester, Dunkirk, Buffalo, 
Troy, Cleveland, Loudon, Ont., Quebec 
and other Canadian cities. 

"Sheeny Joe" and Harry Rogers, 
alias " The Dip," are Canadian thieves 
and Flaherty and Williams are New 
York crooks. All have criminal records 
as safe breakers and all round crooks. 
Their photographs adorn the rogues' 
galleries of almost every city in tho 
country. The police of the entire coun- 
try have been searching for the men for 
the past six months. All are young 
men, none being over 30 years of age.

Madrid, Oct. 15.— The Spanish cabinet

THE PROPER TIME. 

Some time ago the Victoria Board of 
Trade passed a resolution urging on the 
Dominion government the need of 
cabinet representation for British Col 
umbia. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in reply, 
stated that it would be given at " the 
proper time." From the treatment so 
far accorded this province by the Liberal 
government, it can fairly be inferred 
that " the proper time," in their estima- 
tion, will be when, and only when, 
political exigencies compel a recognition 
of our rights. The Liberal element in 
Ontario and Quebec is practically, at 
present, too confident in the brute force 
of its majority to yield us one portfolio 
from their prize list. When our repre 
sentation in parliament is doubled, 
as it must be at no distant day, 
when we are able to back up our 
right with might, then, doubtless, Sir 
AViKrid will think "the proper time" 
lias arrived. But when that time does 
arrive the electors of this Province will 
not forget how every pretext has been 
used to deny us representation at a most 
critical period in our history. They 
will not forget how Sir Wilfrid has 
violated his promise, made when on a 
campaigning tour here, that in the event 
of the Liberal party being returned to 
power cabinet representation would be 
given us. It does not excuse him that 
there was rivalry among the several 
representatives. Strange if there were 
not. The onus was on Sir Wilfrid to 
select a man for the position. 

The Conservative party itself with 
held cabinet representation from us until 
the eleventh hour, until^as it seemed to 
many it was exacted as a matter 
of expediency rather than granted as a 
matter of right, as a result a majority 
of the electors of this Conservative prov 
ince determined to give the Liberal party 
a trial. The result so far has been dis 
appointing, and without doubt the bulk 
o! those Conservatives who at the laEt 
election voted for the Liberal party re 
grtt having done so. We do not claim 
that the Conservative party has always 
given us that representation and that 
hiir share of public appropriations to 
which we have been entitled, but we do 
s;ty that if a comparison be made of the 
treatment accorded this province by the 
two parties, from the regime of Alexander 
Mackenzie to the present time, it will bo 
found that the Conservative party has 
paid far more attention tcGbur interests, 
and done far more for the development 
of this province, than haB the Libera 
party. Sir Wilfrid may find out when it 
i3 too late, so far at least aB retaining a 
hold on this provfnee is concerned, that 
" the proper time" has gone by. 



AN ATTACK OF LANGUAGE. 

Our esteemed contemporary tho 
Times has treated its readers to a lot of 
language in regard to the provincial gov- 
ernment. If words could kill, the gov- 
ernment would he dead already, but tho 
innate wickedness of Hon. Mr. Turner 
and his colleagues is Buch that the 
language of tho Times has no more 
effect upon them than the old proverb 
Bays water has upon a duck's back. 
Doubtless this is very sad, and those 
gentlemen ought to feel real badly over 
ettch language ; but we venture to Bay 
that not one of them is in the least dis- 
turbed either in mind, body or estate 
theroby. Indeed we do not mind telling 
our esteemed friend that they derive 
considerable amusement from its lan- 
guage. We suggest to the Times that itB 
best plan would be to serve its language 
up syatomatically, instead of promiscu 
ouBly. Let it begin at the beginning of 
the dictionary and go straight through. 
It-would then be sure of covering tho 



whole ground, and it would really he no 
more difficult to puzzle out what it 
means. Its attacks upon the government 
would be even more intelligent than 
now. Then the intelligent reader 
would have all the words there are, out 
of which he could pick those that seem- 
ed to reflect upon the government most 
severely, while at present he is restrict- 
ed to such as occur to our contemporary 
when the pugnacious spasm is on it. 
We would remind our good neighbor 
that no man's vocabulary iB equal to the 
dictionary. If we are to have a flood of 
anguage let it be arranged alphabeti- 
cally, since it cannot be given forcibly. 



but we think that, on the whole, local 
self-government in respect to purely lo- 
cal matters is best. 




MORE TILLAGE LAND NEEDED. 

rVlmost daily some new reason pre- 
sents itself for urging upon the farmers 
of British Columbia that they should 
enlarge the scope of their operations. 
We hope not to be misunderstood when 
we say that our agricultural population 
seems blind to its opportunities. By 
this it is not meant that none of the 
farmers realize the chances that are 
ready to their hands, but that compara- 
tively few of them fully do so. Tho 
Colonist iB much in sympathy with the 
demand for legislative assistance, but it 
believes that there is such a thing as ex 
pecting so much from the government 
that the value of individual effort is 
lost sight of. What the province needs 
is more land in tillage. We antici- 
pate what some persons will say to 
this. They will say that there ia not 
much incentive to clear up land for the 
plough, when a mortgagee may step in 
any time and take possession. Doubt- 
less, if all the farms were free of debt, 
the amount of permanent improvement 
that would be made would increase 
enormously. It will also be objected 
that, while -it is very easy to talk of 
clearing up new land, it is quite another 
thing to do it, To this also we agree, 
Wo appreciate quite fully the amount of 
labor involved in converting a British 
Columbia forest into an arable field ; yet 
the thing has been done and will be done 
again. In fact a good deal of it is being 
done now in the vicinity of Victoria. 
What we would like to see is every one 
doing what a few aro doing. 

Another thing may be mentioned. It 
is impossible to go even a short distance 
into the country without seeing not only 
a few, but many acres of land that have 
been all but cleared and have been left 
to grow up again with bushes. There 
may not be a very large area on any one 
farm, but the aggregate on all the farms 
is very considerable. This represents so 
much lost labor, which is the same thing 
as lost capital. The man who gets a 
piece of land half ready for a crop is 
not very much further ahead, if he stops 
at that, than the man who does nothing 
at all; yet he haa invested nearly 
half aB much of the farmer's' chief capi- 
tal, i.e. labor, in this useleaa land as ho 
has in that which he tills. 
This is very noticeable up- 
on what are called the Burnaby 
small holdings, between Vancouver and 
New Westminster. If those farmers 
who have small areas partially ready 
for a crop would make them wholly 
ready, the addition to the tillage acreage 
in British Columbia would be large, and 
the idle capital invested in the half- 
cleared tracts would become productive. 
There is a good market now for every 
good thing that can be produced, and it 
will get better all the time. 



Tm: Kosslander has misunderstood 
the Colonist. We did not say that the 
maintenance of schools should be put 
upon the organized municipalities in the 
sense that they should bear the whole 
cost, but only that the control of tho 
whole school arrangements Bhould be 
vested in the municipalities, aid from 
the provincial treasury being, of course, 
given towards the payment of aalariea of 
teacherB. 

We feel quite unconcerned as to the 
Columbian's opinion of the action of tho 
Colonist in reproducing the World's 
summary of the Westminster platform. 
Tho Columbian has not yet printed any- 
thing about the platform. It is waiting 
for the committee to say what the plat- 
form ia. Ye gods and little fishes, and 
this ia Liberalism from the standpoint 
of the Westminster convention! 



A question was raised at Rossland as 
to the desirability of shortening tho 
period during which a person has to re- 
side in British Columbia before being 
entitled to vote, from one year to six 
months. Six months seems hardly a 
lonir enough time to enable a newcomer 
to familiarize himself with political con- 
ditions, that is in the great majority of 
cases. We venture to say that hundreds 
of the people in Kootenay, who a year 
ago were down on the provincial govern- 
ment and everything connected with it, 
take a very different view of the matter 
now. They have been long enough in 
the province to learn that on the whole 
government is well administered by the 
party in power., A knowledge of the 
personality of public men is of very 
great importance. One can hardly vote 
intelligently without knowing something 
of the character and record of those for 
whom he is asked to vote. This knowl- 
edge can hardly be acquired in six 
months, except by those who are very 
closely in touch with public affairs. 



Regarding tho shooting of the min- 
ers at llazelton, Pa., John L. Sullivan 
says that no one will believe that the 
deputy-sheriffs would have shot down a 
lot of mine owners because they happen- 
ed to be walking along the road. The 
cases are not quite parallel, but it un- 
questionably makes a good deal of differ- 
ence in this world what kind of clotheB 
people wear. The man who wears clean 
linen can go a great deal further in 
agitation than the fellow who thinks 
himself lucky if he owns one flannel 
shirt. The woea of the well-dressed are 
specially touching. 

Wi: are glad to npte a growing disposi- 
tion on the part of the public to insist 
upon the local control of local public 
works. It ia time that the provincial 
government waa relieved of many detaila 
of adminiatration, at leaat in all those 
portions of the province that are suffi- 
ciently populated to make municipal 
government practicable. There are 
some advantages in the present system,

Previous to the business of the day 
being taken up, the president introduced 
Mr. A. B. Eraser, who for many years 
has been connected with the shipping 
business in Liverpool. 

President Kirk, in his quarterly re- 
port, briefly referred to the business 
dealt with by the council of the board 
since the last meeting, and incidentally 
referred in complimentary terms to the 
published annual report, of which first 
copies were before the members. 

Next came Hon. J. S. Ilelmckon's

Resolved, that the opinion of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade is that it is ad- 
visable and necessary for colonization and 
other purposes for the promotion of com- 
merce, for rapid transport, and for the un- 
shackling of transport to the North, tiiat 
an independent railway be constructed 
from the seat of government and chief 
commercial city of the province, viz., Vic- 
toria, direct to the head of Alberni canal, 
and thence onward to the north end of 
Vancouver island; and that the British 
Columbia Board of Trade use its best en- 
deavors to promote this urgent work by 
every lair means. 

In moving this resolution, which was 
seconded by Mr. Simon Reiser, Hon. 
Dr. Helmcken said it had appeared to 
him for a long time that the people of 
Victoria were always looking to distant 
places and neglecting those nearer their 
own home. They had close at hand a 
rich country, but too frequently people 
looked afar on the principle no doubt 
that distant fields seem greenest. In his 
resolution he had advocated an inde- 
pendent railway, one that would be 
under the control of the government; 
though he did not mean that it should 
not connect with the E. & N. railway. 
He did not look to the extension of the 
E. & N. railway as any benefit to the 
people of Victoria. He wanted to see an 
independent railway running to the 
north of the island by way of Alberni. 
The distance from Victoria to Alberni 
was only 90 miles, while at present by 
water communication that settlement was 
140 miles distant, and by the land route 
through Nanaimo, 170 miles. It might 
not be possible to build a railway at 
once, but by extending the present 
wagon road from Cowichan lake to Al- 
berni, a wagon road might be built for 
$300 a mile, which would give Victoria 
road connection with Alberni. Here the 
open country would be reached, with 
the possibilities of rich mineral lands to 
develop, and from there it was possible 
to take the railway north chiefly by the 
West Coast. The north end of the 
island was only 140 miles from Queen 
Charlotte islands, and with a railway to 
the north of the island Port Simpson 
could be reached in a day and a half 
from Victoria. This rapid communica- 
tion with northern points would result 
in the increasing of trade and the building 
of new cities, besides being of great 
benefit to colonization. 

The motion was being put and a vote 
taken without any discussion, when Mr. 
Tern pieman rose to say that it would be 
absurd to carry a resolution of this im- 
portant nature olf hand. He presumed 
that all were in accord with improving 
Victoria's connections with other points 
on the northern coast, but for his part 
he was not strongly in favor of the reso- 
lution. He did not think another rail- 
way should be built to parallel the pres- 
ent island railway, a railway that it is well 
known has not paid. He was not arguing 
for or against tbo resolution, but in the 
absence of stronger arguments in its 
favor bo could not support it. The 
better plan, he believed, was to en- 
courage belter steamer connection with 
the island coast, by subsidy or other 
means. 

Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt moved, seconded 
by Mr. Oddy, that the resolution be re- 
ferred to the council of the board, for re- 
port, at the next general meeting. 

Mr. F. C. Davidge said that a similar 
resolution hail already been before the 
council, and they had decided that the 
time was not yet ripe to advocate such a 
scheme. He could not, therefore, see 
tho advantage of again referring the mat- 
ter to the council.

tion on the charge of stealing Jones' out- 
fit and clothing. The testimony taken 
yesterday was in effect that the property 
charged to have been stolen by Gordon 
was received by the constable from the 
accused, who admitted that it waB 
Jones', and that he had taken it. The 
statement in the handwriting of the 
prisoner, voluntarily given by him to 
Indian Agent Loring, and in which he 
relates in detail how Jones parted com- 
pany with him and started back for Vic- 
toria over the Quesnclle trail, was also 
placed in evidence. This statement Gor- 
don afterwards contradicted, substituting 
the account of Jones' death by drowning 
in the Omineca river. It was after he 
had made the written statement now 
forming part of the theft case that Gor- 
don learned a party had been sent out 
by Mr. Loring to go over the Quesnelle 
trail and ascertain if he had told the 
truth, m the opinion of the authorities 
and of many residents of the Skeena 
country, he would not have made the 
second statement regarding the missing 
partner had he not learned of the party 
despatched to investigate his previous 
story. This, of course, is but a matter 
of opinion however, and does not enter 
into the legal story of the extraordinary 
case. The preliminary examination now 
stands adjourned until Monday after- 
noon, at 4 o'clock, when Mr. Gordon 
Hunter will put tho special constable 
through the cross-examination.

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City Trustees Decided to Equip a 
Laboratory for the High 
School. 



Supt. Eaton Reports Strongly in 
Favor of the Value of 
This Study. 



The Victoria public school board de- 
cided last night, as the result of a report 
by the city school superintendent, Mr. 
T. H. Eatou, to have chemistry taught 
practically hereafter at the High school, 
and for that purpose tho boys' old gym- 
nasium will bo fitted up as a laboratory. 
The cost of this, as estimated, will only 
be about §150. While the teaching will 
be free, a small fee ia to be charged to 
cover breakages and to replenish the 
Btock of chemicals. Mr. Eaton's report 
was as follows: 

To the Trustees of Victoria Schools: 

Ladies and Gentlemen:— 1 intended 
to Biibniit for your consideration at this 
meeting a comprehensive review of the 
work of the public schools based upon 
my daily observations during the past 
two months ; but on further considera- 
tion I have thought best to confino my- 
self mainly to a somewhat extended re- 
ference to the High school, contenting 
myself for tho present with a single re- 
mark upon the common schools. 

During the summer, the principals of 
these schools asked and obtained per- 
mission from the department to do away 
with the mid-year promotion examina- 
tions. This change seemed to render 
necessary a recast of the whole pro- 
gramme of Btudies from the primary 
grades up, and a draft of such modidca- 
tiona has been carefully prepared by the 
principals. This draft they have Bub 
initted to me for such further revision as 
I may deem necessary in order to adapt 
it as completely as possible to existing 
conditions of the schools. Before com- 
pleting my work on it, I shall avail my- 
self of such suggestions as individual 
mem hers of tho board may have to ofler 
on the more important changes pro 
posed. 

In reference to the High school, I 
wish in the drat place to record my un- 
qualified commendation of the very 
thorough and painstaking work done by 
each member of the etaO' of instructors. 
Their competency and fidelity leave no- 
thing further to be desired at their 
hands in that regard. The pupils very 
generally share the enthusiasm of their 
teachers, and the order and general 
moral tone of the school are most ad- 
mirable. The character of the instruc- 
tion now given in languages, mathema- 
tics and other subjects in which appara- 
tus other than books is not required is 
entirely satisfactory. How thoroughly 
and completely the work along these 
lines is dono is established by the record 
of the pupils who have gone up for uni- 
versity matriculations, teachers' certifi- 
cates and the preliminary law and 
medical and other examinations. The 
caseof Miss McGregor, who, this autumn 
was able not only to matriculate at Me 
Gill, but to anticipate a whole year of 
the college course, is in point. 

But it is a serious mistake to limit 
the aim of the High school to the pre 
paration of students for theBe profes 
sional examinations. Since the oppor 
tnnities given by the province for an 
education above that of the common 
schools are bo few, it is, I am sure 
desirable that such higher schools aB 
do exist should aim at tlie most 
varied and liberal course of instruction 
possible, and should offer their advan 
tages not only to such pupils as are ex 
pec ted to enter college, or study law or 
medicine, or become teachers or clerks 
There are other and equally important 
pursuits to which the ambition of Brit- 
ish Columbia youth should in the public 
interests be directed, and preparation for 
which should be given in our high 
schools. There is every reason to believe 
that in the immediate future this prov 
ince will experience an enormous indus- 
trial expansion ; its extraordinary min- 
eral wealth will be exploited; the scarce- 
ly less important business of agriculture 
as yet in its infancy, must take on larger 
proportions; while the creation and de- 
velopment of a varied manufacturing 
enterprise should afford increasing em 
plo/ment ior intelligent and skilled 
labor, and if our young men are to be- 
come qualified for a higher part in this 
industrial development than that of 
mere " hewers of wood and drawers of 
water" to imported directive skill, there 
must be a substantial advance in the ed- 
ucational opportunities afforded them. 

Now, abide from their recog- 
nized intrinsic value as a means 
of intellectual training, the sub- 
jects of natural philosophy, chem- 
istry, mineralogy ami botany lie at 
the very foundation of an intelligent and 
effective prosecution of the business of 
agriculture, of assaying and of mining 
engineering; so, too, are mechanical 
(hawing and so-called manual training 
fundamental to all the varied forms of 
mechanical skill. But these subjects, 
taught, like history and grammar from 
books merely, are practically valueless. 
To serve their end they must be taught 
mainly in the laboratory. Nor will 
mere illustrative experimentation by 
tii o teacher suffice. The work must be 
done by each individual pupil with hie 
own hand and brain, at his own table, 
in a laboratory or workshop supplied 
with Bimple but necessary implements 
and material. 

It is then, with the view of urging 
upon the board the importance of im- 
mediately enlarging the facilities for the 
adequate teaching of natural science sub- 
jects, and particularly chemistry, that I 
am submitting these considerations. If 
they meet with you practical approval, 
I may hope at some other time 
to submit plans and estimates 
for the equipment of a manual 
training department; a reference 
to which I havo hero made 
simply to indicate what direction, as it 
seems to me, further extensions of the 
facilities for a practical education should 
take. But this reference need not mean- 
while in any degree inlluence your de- 
cision upon the recommendation I am 
now niaking in regard to the ecionee de- 
partment. In order that the exact 
nature of the extension ariked for may 
be presented to you aB explicitly and 
definitely as possible, Mr. Pineo, the 
science master, has prepared specifica- 
tions, with estimate of cost, of Buch 



laboratory outfit as would afford him 
Buitable facilities for teaching Chemistry 
in the only way in which any practical 
advantage can ba had from the study. 
This estimate for furniture and appar- 
atus is about $150. The necessary ac- 
commodation can be had, aB he suggests, 
by appropriating tho old boys' gym- 
nasium, which can be very well spared 
for the purpose. 

The considerations which I have 
urged above are based chiefly upon the 
view of the conditions o£ industrial life 
which obtain in this new country, con- 
ditions which I believe should assuredly 
determine in large measure the char- 
acter of the education to be 
given in its Bchools. I have, 
however, thought it worth while 
to inquire into the recent history of the 
Victoria High school in order to ascer- 
tain as far as possible what occupations 
are being recruited by the Etudents 
trained therein. For this purpose I 
have asked the principal, Mr. Paul, for 
Biich etatiatica as ho had at command 
that would throw light on this question, 
and also for an expression from him as 
to the desirability of n simple aud inex- 
pensive chemical laboratory. Fortu- 
nately the information at the principal's 
disposal, covering the five years of his 
incumbency, is full and complete, and 
will, I am sure, prove interesting to tho 
board. Among tho enclosures covered 
by Mr, Paul's letter, which with your 
permission I will read, is a note upon 
ttie condition and needs of the science 
department, prepared by Mr. Pineo, 
which ia also herewith submitted. 

From theso communicationa it appears 
that the Victoria High school is doing a 
most important work in providing 
teachers for tho public schools; that 
while the number of boys who have gone 
from the school into comuu-roial life is 
relatively very largo, while the number 
prepariug for university life is com 
paratively small; and that, while the 
sch ol has hitherto been able to accom- 
plish but little iu the way of educatin 
its pupils for what by way of distinction 
have been called industrial pursuits, Mr. 
Pineo'a success, with a few pupils and 
with meagre appliances, is sufficient 
earnest of what he might do for larger 
classes with a suitable laboratory equip- 
ment. Frank H. Eaton. 

In further explanation, Mr. Eaton 
read a letter from Principal Paul, of the 
High school, giving statistics as to the 
pupils who have passed through tho 
school in the past five years. These 
figures show that CO of these former 
pupils have obtaiued teachers' certifi- 
cates, and last year teachers in the pro- 
vince who were former pupils of the 
High school (between 181)3 and 1S!)7 
earned in salaries no less than $20,2-10 
Five of the pupils who attended the 
High school in the five years specified 
have gone to a university; eight have 
chosen law for a profession ; one that of 
provincial land surveyor; and two have 
taken the civil service examination 
Everyone of the male pupils of the first 
division of the High school since 1S92 ia 
now employed and doing well as shown 
by a list made out by Mr. Paul, though he 
states that "although the school can 
claim no credit for all of this satisfactory 
list, I think it only fair to tho boys 
themselves to show that they are all 
employed and doing well." 

These statistics, in Mr. Paul's opinion, 
are a complete justification for the exist 
euce of the High school, and are evi 
dence that good work has bean done 
there within tho past five years, a large 
number of boys and girls owing a good 
livelihood directly to its instrumentality 

A letter from Mr. Pineo to Mr. Eaton 
was read also. In effect it pointed out 
the necessity of teaching chemistry 
practically, and spoke of the success that 
had attended even the efforts made 
under the present limited sphere, whero 
hooka but no apparatus were available. 

Trustee McMicking was quite in accord 
with the view expressed as to the prac 
tical use of chemistry and moved that 
the request for the appropriation of $150 
be granted. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant seconded this Bay 
ing it was a shame that in Victoria 
where so tr.ttjh depended on the mining 
resources of the province, that even 
simple apparatus for teaching chemistry 
in the High school was lacking. 

Trustee Yates and Trustee Hall also 
favored the idea and a resolution to 
the ell'ect proposed by Trustee McMick 
ing was carried, with mi addition that a 
small labaratory fee be charged, though 
the teaching itself is free. 

J. Willam the janitor of the Victoria 
West school had his salary raised to $2" 
owing to additional duties being required 
of him, 

A complaint that the print of the 
"Modern .School Geography and Alias" 
used in the schools was too email, was 
directed sent to the department of edu 
cation. 

A few minor matters were dealt with 
including requests (rom the varioui 
schools for supplies, and it was also de- 
cided lo purchase some desks fur the 
South Park and Victoria West schools, 
for youngsters whose short legs would 
not reach the iloor from the seats they 
now have to use. 

The Stnead-Dowd ventilating system 
in South Park school being repurted not 
working well, the agent of the system 
will be informed of the trouble. 

Tho school attendance for September 
showed an increase o\erthe same month 
last year as the following figures evi 
deuce :

Hole Taw Bat smiling placidly beside 
his counsel during the continuation ox 
the Chinese forgery case yesterday. The 
proceedings were not sensational at all, 
the time of the court being mostly taken 
up by Chinese witnesses giving their 
opinion as to whether the alleged for- 
geries are in the same handwriting aB a 
genuine letter written by Hok Taw. 

One of these witnesses was Hok Hang, 
of Cormorant street, a gentleman ap- 
parently in easy circumstances, for hiB 
onlv business at present is collecting 
debts due him. Tho process iu Chine e 
must bo less nerve and temper distract- 
ing than with Occidentals, for Hok 
Hang has a decidedly well-fed, pleasant 
look, as if he had his three meals a day, 
or thoir Chinese equivalent, and gen- 
erally took life happily. He had been a 
partner of Yeo Goo once, he said, and 
was quite sure the alleged forged letters 
wero not in Gee's writing. 

Loo Gee Wing, whose mild counten- 
ance beamed behind a pair of gold-rim- 
med spectacles, was the nest witness. 
He ia a prosperous merchant and speakB 
English particularly well. He carefully 
compared the various letters, and gave 
it, as li is opinion that Hok Taw's genu- 
ine letter and the so-called forgeries were 
in the same writing. He gave a little 
information, too, as to the use of the 
lucky seals. Every Chinaman was sup- 
posed to have one with his own particu- 
lar brand on it, he said, and it was in- 
variably stam ped in red on every letter 
written— red being the lucky color and 
used unless in mourning. 

Another member of tho Chinese upper 
ten to give evidence was Ma Chin Chew, 
the president of the Chinese Benevolent 
Society. He inspected the letters and 
Baid that Hok Taw's genuine letter and 
tlie alleged forgeries were written in the 
aame haudwrltina. 

Muck, the interpreter, then Compared 
the translations ot the letters and said 
that they were sufficiently alike to be 
practically accurate. 

After this the hearing was continued 
again until this morning, when the pro- 
secution will put in their last witness. 

Still another new phase in the main 
cause of action has just developed over 
the Sound, Yee Gee having taken the 
war into the camp of tho enemy. Ac- 
cording to a Seattle dispatch warrants 
wero served late on Tuesday night on 
special agent Lewis of the treasury de- 
partment and " Kev." J. E. Gardner, 
employed by the department aa inter- 
preter in Chinese cases, the charge be- 
ing robbery. The information in each 
case was laid by Yee Gee, while war- 
rants similarly framed and based upon 
Yee Gee's deposition of complaint, 
await special agents Cullom and White- 
head, who are now in tho East. 

The charge in particular is that the 
agents of the government named, enter- 
ed Yee Gee's store at Port Towmend, 
without warrant or other legal authori- 
ty, and possessed themselves of his 
private papers, seal, etc. It has been 
rumored for some time that the arrest ol 
the government officers was contem- 
plated, but nevertheless few believed 
Yee Gee would be so bold as to make a 
move against officials backed by the Uni- 
ted States treasury department. The 
warrants were issued at Port Townsend 
and brought to Seattle, where constable 
EMke waa instructed to serve them. He 
found Gardner and Lewis and told them 
they were wanted at Port Townsend for 
robbery. 

"Do you want to take us into cus- 
tody," said Mr. Lewie. 

" No, 1 guess not," said the constable, 
" but you had better arrange to go there 
aa soon as possible and answer the 
charge." 

Mr. Lew'iB aud Mr. Gardner took the 
advice and went to Port Townsend on 
Wednesday night. They say they are 
not at all worried about the matter, and 
Mr. Lewis smiled when he said: 

" I am sorry Whitehead is not here, so 
that they could have taken him iuto cus- 
tody." 

United States Commissioner Klefer on 
Tuesday held Yee Gee and Ching Gee 
I lea to answer to the federal grand jury 
on the charge of attempting to bribe 
Kev. John 10. Gardner, tlie interpreter. 
The attorneys for Yee Gee at once pre- 
pared an application for a writ of habiea 
corpuB and presented it before Judge 
Hanford, who directed it to issue and 
made it returnable forthwith. 

Port Townsend, Oct. 16. — (Special)— 
" Rev." J. K. Gardner and special agent 
Lewis appeared before committing 
magistrate Snyder to-day to answer to 
tlie charge of robbing the premises of 
Yee Gee. At the request of their attor- 
ney, Judue iirinker, tho case wae post- 
poned till Monday forenoon.

The very important convention inaug- 
urated and successfully carried out this 
week by tho representative workers of 
the Methodist body in the Victoria dis- 
trict, was brought to a close last even- 
ing, the proceedings throughout the day 
having been of exceptional interest and 
importance to the church work. 

In the morning Kev. George F. Swin- 
nerton, B.A., read a very practical paper 
on " How to develop and direct our 
forces as a church," ftrstBtatiug his con 
ception of the terms "forces" and 
"church," and then enumerating the 
" forces " of the church as spiritual, in- 
tellectual and moral. Each point was 
taken up carefully, and the facts stated 
that all phases and aspects of modern 
"ife inuHt bo cared for by the church 
The essay concluded with the quoting of 
Tennyson's " Strong Son of God " ; and 
an animated discussion followed, parti- 
cipated in by Kev. Messrs. Betts, Speer 
and Bowell. 

" The responsibility of the Church for 
the social conditions of the day " was 
discussed by Rev. C. H, M. Sutherland, 
debate ensuing in which Mr. Tisdale, 
Rev. T. W. Glover, Miss Bowes, Rev. 
Messrs. Swinnerton, Betts, Hicks and 
Speer advanced their ideas and the les- 
sons of their experience. 

In the afternoon Rev. T. W. Hall 
gave consideration to " The best means 
for reaching neglected communities." 
A warm discussion followed, in which 
Mr. Tisdale, Mr. Hinkson Siddall, Rev. 
Mr. Betts, Mr. W. R. Morris, Rev. Mr. 
Bowell and Rev. Mr. Speer took part. 
The discussion centred chiefly around : 

1. The circuit system vs. the single 
station system. 

2. The employment of local preachers. 

3. The duty or othenviee of going into 
new communities to establish a church 
where another Protestant church is 
already at work. 

Rev. Mr. Sutherland introduced Rev. 
W. Leslie Clay and Rev. A. B. Win- 
chester of the Presbytorian church, 
cordially wecoming them and inviting 
them to take part in the business of the 
convention. Both gentlemen acknowl- 
edged the courtesy and uddreesed tho 
assembly briefly, Rev. Mr. Winchester 
dealing more particularly with the work 
nearest his heart- -that of the Chinese 
missions— and the rights of the Chinese 
in this Western country. 

On the conclusion of Ihe.zS addresses, 
Rev. Mr. Hall responded to his critics 
stating that while he valued the judg 
ment of his co-workers, he waB not yet 
converted from the position taken in his 
paper. 

A paper on " Tho Church as a Muni 
cipal Factor," by Rev. J. C. Speer, wai 
characterized by the President as one of 
the most important of the convention, 
and in the discussion ensuing, Rev. Mr. 
Betts, Miss Churchill, kev. Mr. Suther- 
land, Mr. Tisdale, Mr. Siddall, Rev. Mr, 
Bowell. Rev. P. C. L. Harris (of tho 
First Congregational church), Rev. T. 
W. Glover of Toronto, and Rev. Mr. 
Hicks took part. 

The President made a pathetic refer 
ence to the "degraded condition of 
much of Victoria," contrasting the mu- 
nicipal council which he had originated 
among the Christian Indians of Port 
Simpson, with the ruling authorities) of 
cities on the coast. He urged the union 
of the church forceB of this city to secure 
a council of converted men." 
Mr. W.J. Dowler, clerk of the Vic- 
toria municipal council, having heard 
only the discussion and not the paper 
that called it forth, resolved the church's 
right to be counted as a municipal factor 
under heads, and held 

1. That it is an entity which has an 
interest in moral questions and no 
others, such aa sanitary questions, etc., 
but 

2. The municipal council is precisely 
as the citizens make it, being an elec- 
tive body. 

It is of no advantage to speak of 
the present council as corrupt or other- 
wise, but rather to organize and work 
for what may be felt to be the best in- 
terests of the city. 

Rev. Mr. Speer inquiring if Mr. Dow- 
ler did not regard sanitation as a moral 
question, tho City Clerk replied that he 
considered it really a question of poli- 
tical economy, although it certainly bus 
a moral side, and in that way the church 
bus a right to consider it. 

In the evening the original pro- 
gramme, providing for several short ad- 
dresses, was abandoned, Rev. Mr. Betts 
taking the entire time available in the 
consideration of "The Employment of 
Evangelists in the Work of the Church." 
He argued in favor of evangelists as 
scriptural; he thought that they should 
be employed, but not altogether as a 
separate ord«r in the same sense as or- 
dained minrb.ers. The discussion of the 
necessary qualifications of evangelists, 
and their relations to the ministers in 
whose circuits they labored, furnished 
matter for the concluding portions of his 
essay. 

THE YIELD OF GOLD. 

To Tin: Editor :— Judging by reports 
contained in our newspapers, tho United 
States ia credited with a large yield of 
gold during the last year, some $80,000,- 

000 (eighty millions of dollars) which 
fails to givo credit where credit is due. 
Taking their own statement, $8,000,000, 
as the output from the Klondyke. which 
is placed to the credit of the United 
Stateu' yield, and as nothing is said 
about an equal amount from Kootenay, 

1 assume that tho large returns from 
that section of our province are contained 
in the total output for the State of Wash- 
ington. But to dissect the question 
properly, what is the truth? That Brit- 
ish Columbia and the adjacent North- 
west torritory of Canada haH contributed 
over one-fifth of the gold product for the 
last year, while containing less than one 
six-hundredth part of the population of 
North America. This certainly is a 
splendid showing, which should be made 
known to the world in contradiction to 
the claim put, forth that the total yield 
is from the United States.

SPAIN'S ULTIMATE FATE. 

To the Editor: — It. would b»» "difficult 
to find a more hazardous Hiibjf-t t;;. 
which to conjecture a future than rl 
present lamentable condition oi this un- 
happy country. 

Latest information represents that 
further contest to regain Cuba will have 
to be abandoned from the la'.-k of those 
means, aptly defined as " the sinews" 
of war. When a nation finds itself in 
such position it may be safely said it iB 
on the eve of internal Btrife and trouble, 
threatening its very existence, for of all 
things fatal to the welfare of a nation is 
that of financial difficulty. 

When wo think of the mighty power 
that Spain at one time possessed, con- 
trasted with her present position, there 
comes over us the thought of that re- 
markable expression in " Milton's Para- 
dise LoBt," in which Beelzebub address- 
ing Satan said, " If thou beest he, but 
oh! how fallen, how changed." And 
with it comes this appalling matter for 
reflection, that in such change in a 
nation there is no recuperation, for in 
all history there is not recorded a soli- 
tary instance. 

Spain was one of those powers that at 
one time aimed at universal dominion, 
and in the plenitude of her strength and 
the felt importance arising from the gold 
pouring in from America, had tho 
audacity to send a formidable armada to 
conquer England — to crush out the life 
of her young Protestantism and to estab- 
lish in its place the Roman Catholic 
faith and the Inquisition. From that 
day Spain never held up her head, but 
keptgoingdown to present insignificance. 
Verily itseemed like a judgment upon her. 
History, it is said, sometimes repeats 
itself. In that memorable conflict of 
the Armada, between Spain and Eng- 
land, there is the same disparity in num- 
bers of the contending foes as in that 
encounter between David and Goliah, 
and with similar results, our little David 
defeating the Spanish Goliah. 

Time was when there were three great 
powers in the ascendant — Spain, France 
and England ; other powers that since 
that time have sprung into importance 
were then in embryo. In the race since 
that period for supremacy of the differ- 
ent nations of this triumvirate Spain 
has dropped out, and may be spoken of 
as nowhere. France has made a good 
second, with England, now known as 
Great Britain, ranking ae prominently 
first, which to the national mind natu- 
rally means "survival of the fittest." 
But such assumption, if truthful, bringB 
with it associate responsibilities, and tho 
importance of bearing in mind in being 
thus possessed of such exalted position 
the solemn warning " LeBt we forget," 
the refrain of every verse of that beauti 
ful poetry from Rudyard Kipling.

The ghaBtly relics of what constable 
Leeson and other residents of Quataino 
believed to be a murder mystery, and 
which were sent to Superintendent Ilua- 
sey for analysis on the last trip of the 
Willapa, have been proved, so far as 
raedicaj science can determine, just 
what iu was suspected they were— frag- 
ments of a human body. This fact 
having been determined, an active cam- 
paign will at once be initiated by the 
provincial police to solve tho mystery 
surrounding tho Indian Ne-cay's disap- 
pearance, and if he has met with foul 
play as believed, to bring his murderers 
to justice. 

Tho pieces of flesh in question, it will 
bo remembered, furnish the main evi- 
dence aB yet obtained in support of the 
theory of murder, and until their char- 
ter could be officially stated, the officers 
could not proceed. The neceBsary ex- 
amination was entrusted to Dr. Kirker, 
R.N., of the Royal Dockyard hospital at 
Esquimalt, and yesterday he communi- 
cated with Superintendent Huasey, in- 
forming him that he was firmly con- 
vinced that the flesh was human. 

Ab to the Btains upon the club and the 
leaves at the point where the crime is 
supposed to have been committed, a con- 
clusion has not yet been reached. Mr. 
J. A. Hall, of tho chemical works, has 
reported that he cannot find sufficient 
evidence in them to justify the conclu- 
sion that they are blood marks, but aB 
his report is not definite sufficiently to 
satiBfy the authorities, Dr. Kirker'will 
also give his opinion as to their nature 
as well. Casual examination yesterday 
induced him to say that he believed them 
to be blood stains. 

The main point at issue having, how- 
ever, been determined, a copy of the 
analyst's report will probably be sent to 
Quatsino on Sunday by one of the head- 
quarter officers, who will take the Tees 
to Fort Rupert, and thence cross the 
island by the road and trail, the dis- 
tance being little more than twelve 
miles. No time will be lost in appre- 
hending Luey and his klootcbmau, 
Daisy, who are Buepected of being impli- 
cated in the taking off of Ne-cay, aud 
who at last reports had gone on a visit 
to tribesmen at Klakeuo inlet. 

The case as it at present stands is that 
Ne-cay disappeared, and search being 
made in the locality in which he waa 
last seen, and from which Luey and 
Daisy came, signB of a struggle were en- 
countered, and a red-stained club and 
leaves and moss saturated with some 
liquid resembling blood were found. 
Tnere were indications that a body had 
been dragged seaward from the point 
of the supposed conflict, and in the wa- 
ter, not far away, the father Of the miss- 
ing man picked up the scraps of flesh 
that Dr. Kirker has now pronounced to 
be human remains. 

Luey was said to be very jealous 
Ne-cay being the chief object of his sus- 
picion, and herein is the' framework of 
the theory that he— with or without the 
co-operation of the woman made a:, end 
of the missing Indian.

Close finishes were the rule yesterday 
at the Victoria Driving Park on the oc- 
casion of the opening of the fall race 
meeting.

The running races, too, furnished con- 
testa so even and bo hard fought, that 
although Reciprocity was reputed to 
have a mortgage on his races, it was not 
until the wire had been passed that any- 
one could predict, with even compara- 
tive safety, who would be hailed the 
winner. 

In the mile race, Tanner won by a 
long neck only, after a hard fight, and 
Sweet Briar, who gained second honors 
by a head, only wrested them from 
Catalogue at the post. An unhappy 
jostle just at the start resulted in 
Allahabad'B rider being thrown, but 
fortunately neither rider nor horse re- 
ceived serious injury. 

In the half-mile and repeat, that 
handsome black stallion Reciprocity 
won both heats with a bit of margin, 
and when he meets the famous Mc- 
Allister in the three-quarters this after- 
noon, a contest is ensured worth going 
far to see.

TRADE OF THE WEEK 

Relatively Better In Canada Than in the 
United States— The Movement 
of Prices. 

New York, Oct. 15.— Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: The activity in staple 
lines of merchandise is lesB pronounced 
than a month ago, due to various causes. 
New Orleans looks forward hopefully to 
the appearance of frosts and a resump- 
tion of business relations with the rest 
of the world next month. Cotton ia 
weak and 11J.< cents lower than a year 
ago on late estimates of a 10,000,000 bale 
yield, against S, 700,000 bales in 1896 07, 
though a well informed corres- 
pondent gives reason for anticipa- 
ting a niucli smaller yield than this es- 
timate. The position of the cotton goods 
industry is not more favorable, but 
woollen goods manufacturers report de- 
mand brisk, prices Bteady and an un- 
willingness by makerB to accept new or- 
ders at present quotations. Advances 
in Bessemer pig iron and Bteel billets 
check sales, but prices are firmly held. 
The domestic consumption of pig iron 
last month was extraordinarily heavy 
and promises to greatly stimulate pro- 
ductions. 

With the slackening off in the distri- 
bution of merchandise the upward 
movement of prices is correspondingly 
cheeked, and tor the thiid week in suc- 
cession the number of staples for which 
quotations are lower is gi cater than of 
those which are higher or unchanged. 
There are nominal advances for lard aud 
men's shoes, but prices for pork, sugar, 
other forms of iron and steel than those 
named, for copper, lumber, coal, hides 
and wool are unchanged. Quotations 
are lower for butter, potatoes, wheat, 
corn, oats, flour, beef, coll'ee, cotton, 
print cloths and lead. 

September's gross railway earnings 
exceeded those for August both in 
amount and percentage of gain, being 
unrivalled as to proportion of gain 
Bhown. The Northern Pacific shows the 
heaviest single increase. There were 
196 business failures reported through- 
out the United States this week, coui' 
pared with 279 in the week a year ago. 

Wheat reports have again expanded, 
the total for the present week being 
among the largest on record. The total 
exports of wheat this week from both 
coasts of the United States aggregated 
0,039,720 bushels, against 4,150,817 
bushels in this week a year ago. Corn 
exports were 2,224,000 bushels, againBt 
1,711,000 bushels a year ago. 

lienernl trade in the Dominion of 
Canada is relatively better than in the 
United States. This is noticeable in the 
agricultural districts o( Ontario, where 
the prii-p of staple farm products is (inn 
and the demand Active. There 44 busi- 
ness failures reported throughout the 
Dominion of Canada this week, com- 
pared with 30 in the week a year ago. 

R. G.Dunoc Co.'s weekly review of 
trade to-morrow will say: The increase 
in the employment of laborers has con- 
tinued and at any point where actual 
production can be tested, it appears 
greater than e. -er before. With a cot- 
ton movement rising, largo shipments of 
gold from Europe to this side are 
deemed certain and not distant. Prices 
of pig iron hold steady, though produc- 
tion has been further increased since 
October 1 and. the prices of linished 
products gradually rise. The move- 
ment of ' boots and shoes from 
Eastern factories surpasses all re- 
cords for October. Leather is weaker in 
grades not controlled by the leather 
company, while hides at Chicago are 
also weaker. Wheat has been fairly 
steady. The price has declined :, .,c, and 
that of corn one cent. Cotton ;ias de- 
clined thrr e-sixteentha to G..'!l cents for 
spot. The steady improvement in 
monthly returns of railroad earnings 
since June is a striking evidence of pro- 
greBB in business. Col'ections are re- 
markably good throughout most of the 
country.

The Bark " Guardian " First to Util- 
ize the Young; Timber From 
This Kear-By Inlet. 

"Seattle" aud "Topeka" Sail for 
the GoLtleu Ifoi'th— Movements 
of the Pacilic Fleet. 



The younger timber on both Bides of 
Saanich Inlet has long been looked upon 
with envious eyes by lumber exporters 
who have business with the Southern 
and Central American porls. Ab a con- 
sequence, the American bark Guardian, 
which formerly received her cargo for 
the South at Salt Spring island or on the 
Cowichan mainland, has just completed 
a full load of props for Santa Rosalia on 
Saanich Arm, and will probably return 
there for another Bimilar cargo. These 
" props," which are chiefly intended for 
use in mining operations, are simply 
young trees from six to ten inches in 
diameter, cut ior shipment in twelve to 
thirty feet lengths, and resawn at their 
destination aa their uses may require. 
The Guardian, represented by Robert 
Ward & Co., Ltd., iB the first vessel to 
receive cargo on Saanich Inlet. 

NORTHERN .STEAMEltH CALL. 

Roth the City of Seattle and the Tope- 
ka called at the outor wharf yesterday, 
northward bound, the former receiving 
here the first engineering party in con- 
nection with the great undertaking of 
the Humbert Yukon expedition, and 
passing on to Vancouver to receive other 
passengers and cargo for the trails. The 
Topeka went up comparatively light and 
received neither passengers nor freight 
here. She calls at Nanaiino for coal be- 
fore proceeding on her voyage. 

MARINE NOTES. 

On her present West Coast trip, the 
C.P.N, steamer Willapa goes no further 
than Kyuquot. Her cargo includes con- 
siderable lumber, and her passengers, 
Captain Heater, C. I. Harris, J. W. 
Jones, Frank McQuillan, and several 
Bealing masters who are going to the 
coast to pay off their native hunters. 

Only four of the Behring sea sealing 
fleet are now due to arrive, the Sadie 
Turpel, Otto, Geneva and Pioneer. The 
two vessels last mentioned have not been 
reported for some little time. Tho Otto, 
on the other hand, should have been 
here days ago, leaving the north at 
about the same date as the Favorite. 

No date has yet been fixed for the con- 
tinuation ol the Collister inquiry. The 
general opinion on tho waterfront is 
that, no matter what foundation there 
may be for the charges, the inspector 
should not be kept perpetually on the 
rack of investigation. 

Steamer City of Kingston makes an 
extra trip to Victoria from the Sound on 
Sunday to accommodate height for the 
outgoing Miowera. She leaves on her 
return trip to-morrow at S a.m. 

The Empress of Japan is due to arrive 
from the Orient on Monday night or 
Tuesday morning next, bringing many 
Chinese passengers and a heavy general 
cargo for overland points. 

Upwards of a. hundred hurrels of seal- 
skins were forwarded to London yester- 
day via the steamer Islander and CP. 
R., the shippers being the Hudson's Bay 
Co. 

Next Monday is the sailing day of tho 
Canadian-Australian liner Miowera. Ab 
usual she will have all the cargo Bhe can 
carry. 

TheBteamer City of Puehla completed 
an average trip from San Francisco yes- 
terday evening, bringing fair cargo and 
passenger lists for Victoria. 

Tho Victoria, of the N.P.R. line, will 
be here to-day, outward bound. All her 
passenger accommodation is taken and 
she is also "full up" with freight.

3. The amount of duty which will be 
saved by getting outfit and stores here, 
and any other advantages, Buch as being 
able to procure miners' licenses here, 
etc. 

As a newcomer to Victoria myself I 
should be glad of such a correctly drawn 
up statement to send to several English 
local papers, and if a list were kept of 
tho paperB to which it had been Bent, it 
would be possible later on to send it to 
papera in any counties which had been 
omitted.
